For ſurely, 
if their end and aime were honour, and they knew hovv 
frail and mutable rhe tate of a ſouldicr is ; and thar ina 
moment a man may looſe all the reputation obtained by 
many yeares induſtry, (* the errours in warre admitting 
no amendment, as ut other profeſhons ; bur carrying rheir 
preſent puniſhment with them) and' had they ſcen many 
thamefully chaſed from the army , and proclaimed infa- 
mous ; and others paſſe through the hands of the hang- 


man; they would (doubtleſle) ſtrive with much indufiry | 


and diligence to cnable themlelves,before they came toun- 
dertake the exercilc of lo dangerous an employment. And 
they are not a little miſtaken , which think their © birth a 
Gifficiede prerence to.places of honour, withour any quali- 
fication or merir,; there being other rhings more reall and 
eſlcntiall * required in an officer ; namely , Knowledge, experi- 
ence, valour, dexteritie, © c. 

To be under command for a time, deprefſeth thoſe ve- 
hement paſhons which nature cxciterh, eſpecially in young

mander. Moreover, it accuſtomerh a man to danger, and 
5 maketh him couragious; ſo as being ſuddainly aflailed, he 
can recollect hibdelf without aſtoniſhment; a moſt neceſ: 
fary thing in a commander. Addeto this, that by uſing 
himſelf to cravell and labour, watching, hunger, thirſt, rain,

porall ro a Quartermaſter, from thence to a Cornet, and ſo 
to a Lieutenant, ne preparerh himſelf for a Caprains charge. 
He learneth the trick of entertaining his ſouldiers, and to 
keep them in good affeftion and reverence towards him, 
He knows their ſeverall diſpoſitions and ſufficiencies, and 
accordingly entruſteth them with employments. Honour 
muſt be his chief end; to attain which, he mult be very vi- 
gilant not to looſe | any occaſion of any brayc exploit: by | 
which means he will be alwayes obſerving his enemy, | 
ſtudying how to prevent him or endammage him;alwayes 
bearing in minde this maxim, Thar in warre no great or | 


remarkable] 
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remarkable matter can be ettected without danger and di- 
ligence. 'To this end ler him be lure to take heed that he 

: truſt not roo much to his own judgement and valour, 
without acquainting his officers wich his counſels. And lec 
| him ſo know the ſeverall inclinations and ſufficiencies of 
his {ouldiers, as to take particular notice of ſuch as deſerve 
of baſe and debauched fellows and cowards. 

He muſt alwayes alpire(in way of 'verruous emulation) 
to higher degrees of honour.  Covetouſnelle he mult hare; 
for nothing will better continue his ſouldiers good affeti- 
ons towards him then liberalitic. Gaming he mult dereſt. 
" In ſtead of coltly apparell, let him delight in good armes 
and horſes , wherein oftentimes both his life and honour 
confiſtech.He mult be continent and ſober, nor given to lu- 
xuric nor * drunkenneſſe,but alwayes be as a good example 
to his ſouldijers : for otherwiſe he cannot have that requi- 
ſite libertie to chaſtiſe chem for thoſe vices which his 
own conſcience will accuſe himſelf to be guiltie of. 

Above all, let him ſet before his eyes ( as the originall 
and foundation of all perfe&tion) rhe feare of Cod ; carry- 
ing himſelf ( ſo farre 2s may be) internally and externally 
inculpable. For the horrour of a guilrie conſcience , and rhe 
imminent danger and apprehenſion of dearh meeting toge- 
ther, take away all courage and valour. And thus having 
reformed himſelf, he ſhall che more eaſily reform his ſoul- 
diers, and make them fit for every honourable encerprile...

ally giveth victorie; and contrariw1lc, the * diſorders of the 
Cavallrie often difturb and disband the whole armie. T he 
Generall of the horle was wont ro ſupply the place of Lieu- 
renant Generall of the army, and. in the Lord Generalls ab- 
{ence to command the whole armic. True it is, that the 
Lord Marſhall, foraſmuch as he giveth the orders, ulcd ro 
have lome ſuperioritic of command, according to the op1- 
nions of ſome: whence it cometh rhat the Lord Crenerall, 


ablcnting himlelf from the army , uſcd to rake along with 


avoid the occaſions of competition. Ir is his office to take 
particular notice not onely of the Captains and officers, but 
allo of thole private ſouldiers which are carcfull and pun- 


cing them to offices without partialitic. On'the other ſide, 
*he muſt chMtite delinquents, and ſuch as are wanting in 
their endeavours : by which means he ſhall be revcrenced 
and loyed of good men, and feared of ſuch as are bad. Ir 
belongeth to his care , that the Cavallric be in good cqui- 
page, and fitted with all neceſfaries requiſite : And that the 
companies (being to march) be provided of nags; without 
which the {ouldiers can hardly preſcrve their horſe of (cr- 
vice, by reaſon that with them they muſt go to forrage 
(for want of bidets or nags)after their march,and preſently 
enter into guard in the army or quarter , without any reſt 
to refreſh their horſes. He is not to ſuffer the Captains ci- 
ther to make officers, or to abſent themſclves from their 
companics , without his/leave and approbarion. He hath 
his officers apart, and in that which concerneth the Cavall- 
ric, neither the Lord Marſhall , nor Lord Generall himſelf 
uſerh ro dilpole of any thing without his advice.

Towards the {ouldiers he muſt be no lelle affable, and 
readie to heare them willingly in their juſt complaints, 
and to help them in their necefſities , then rigorous m pu- 
niſhing. 

He ſhould allo (himſelf being free from coveroulneſle) 
ove order to others to uſe no.* extortion , whereby the 
country is ruined, and the ſouldier made odious, to the 
prejudice of the Prince his lervice; it being evident that too 
great a libertie of rhe ſouldiers produceth nothing bur very 
bad cftects. 

Upon divers occaſ1ons of {ending a good part of the Ca- 
vallrie to divers places, the charge is given to the Licute- 
nant generall , not onely of the fone , but allo of the foot 
which accompany them, according to the occurrences: for 
which cauſe he mult allo know how to command the In- 
fanterie. 

In abſence of the Generall che whole weight reſteth up- 
on him: and to him arethe orders ſent from the Lord Ge- 


made of all che occurrences of the Cavallrie. 

He may ſequeſter a Captain from his companie, upon 
juſt cauſe and demerit. bur cannot reſtore him withour or- 
der from the Generall,who firſt gives notice thereof to the |

He muſt viſit the guards 
and {cntinells by day and night, and'mult ſhew the allarm- 
placero the particular Quartermaſters,vvhen they go to him 
inthe evening to rcceive. the word. He mult (by * maps 
or otherwile) be well informed of the countrey , know- 
ing the qualitic and bigneſle of every village , and their di- 
ſtance one from another, obtaining from the Marſhall of 
the field fome one of the countrey to inform him. He 
mult be true in his reports, and if any order (for haſte) be 
given him by word of mouth,himſelf muſt go and deliver 
it, and not truſt it to others. On, the Spaniſh fide, in the 
Low:-countrey warres , the Quartermaſter Generall hath 
ewo aſſiſtants allowed him, to help to diſcharge the travels 


of his office; but on the States ſide thar ſervice is performed: 
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CH AP VL 
Of the C aptain. 


HlInce that the'* Captains places have been diſpo- 
I pIicd of by the Prince (as the Captains in Flan- 
gf ders are appointed ar the court of Spain) there 
are grown thele two inconveniences upon it; 
Firſt, young and unexperienced gentlemen are made Ca- 
ptains. Secondly, many good ſouldiers are loſt, which ſee- 


end 
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ing their hopes of advancement by degrees and merit cur off, 
abandon the ſervice. Whereas the charge of a Captain of 
horſe is of ſo great importance and qualitie in the army, as 
it ſhould nor be given to any, bur to men of fingular valour 
and experience : for often it fallerh our, that of rhemlelves, 
without orders or counſel of any other ( as occalion requi- 
reth) they mult execute ſervices of great weight and conle- 
quence. * He muſt be vigilant,ſober,concinent,mogelt in his 
apparell, curious to have good horſes and arms, thereby to 
give example ro his ſouldiers, and to ſee chem punctual in 
their ſervice, and exaCtly oblervant of diſcipline ; for their 
excurſions and extortions cannot be remedied , unlefle che 
Captain keep chem in order : wherein if he be negligent, 
he looſerh his reputation with his ſuperiours. It he be co- 
 vetous or given to gaming , he isready to be drawnto lay 
hands (oftentimes) on the pay due to the ſouldiers; where- 
by he alſo overthrowerth his reputation and credit. 41 co- 
vetous delire of riches ſhould not enter into a generous 
heart. He muſt diligently and pun&tually obſerve the or- 
ders which ſhall be given or lent him from his ſuperiours, 
2nd be ar the place ar the appointed houre with bis com-

'The Cavallrie 
muſt principally be employed ro travell and moleſt 
the cnemie, ſomerime by hindering him from his 
victuall, ſometime by endamaging his forragers, ſome- 
time by ſending ſome troops even up to his camp to take 
ſome bootie, by that means * to draw him forth, and to 
make him fall upon ſome embulcadoe diſpoſed before- 
hand in ſome fitting place. 

'To order your cmbuſcadoes(or ambuſhes) as they ought, 
you muſt firſt know what number of Cavallric the enemie 
hath: if he have fewer horſe then you, you may employ all 
yours;attempring todraw out all his,and to rout them. Or 
elſe you mayemploy ſome ſmall number, by which you 
may(at ſeverall crimes) make ſome good bootrie, the enemie 
not daring to iſſue our of his quarter. But if che encmie ex-

22 Aving ſhewed by theſe former rules and ex- 
 amples, how the horſc are to be ordered for 
Y fight,nor onely by themſelves, bur allo when 
they ſhall be joyned with foor : that which 
* now remaineth ſcemeth rather to require 
aCtion then words. Indeed with antiquitie, when the ar- 
mie was embattelled and readic for combar, ic was uſuall 
for the Generall co deliver ſomeſer ſpeech,cither from ſome 
higher place of turf or ſtone, or at the head of therroops; 
and riding amongſt the Maniples to encourage his fouldi- 
ers. And they either with an acclamation, lifting up of their 
hands,or claſhing of their arms, uſed ro manifeſt their al- 


ancient Sages uſe to aſcribe a marvellous efhicacie, not onely 
amoneſt the Girecians or Romances, bur allo thoſe whom 
they ' accounted barbarous, as the Þritons, Gaules, Ger- 
| mans &c. as the hiſtories of thoſe rimes ſufficiently reſtihe. 
Next to this, they ſounded the Claſficum (that is) a generall 
charge; and this was ſeconded by a generall ſhour of the 
ſouldiers , or a concuſſion of their arms. Moreover, a * ſcar- 
et, red,or carnation coloured coat or callock was hung out 
upon the top of the Creneralls tent: and a counter{igne, or a 
word of diltin&tion was given to the ſouldiers, as, *Viforia, 
palma, virtus, or the like,to know each other by. The Greci- 
ans uſed alſo to ſing the Pean, before the fight ro Mars,and 
after battell ro Apollo,&c. | 

Of all which ceremonies (which they duly obſerved 
as found to be of very good uſe, and which were much 
graced by the ſolemne and ſtately manner of performing 
them)our times have retained very few. For as the aflions
